Gentlemen, — 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1918. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
335  (52  less  than  the  previous  year).  There  were  167  males 
and  168  females;  this  number  includes  9 illegitimate  births, 
and  gives  a birth-rate  of  22  -2,  which,  although  lower  than 
the  previous  year,  compares  most  satisfactorily  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  which  is  17  :7. 

MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  231,  92  more 
than  in  1917.  In  this  number  the  deaths  of  persons  who  died 
in  institutions  outside  the  District,  and  formerly  resident 
here,  are  included. 

This  give  a death-rate  of  17  T against  9 -8  the  previous 
year.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  17  * 6.  This 
great  increase  is  due  to  the  terrible  epidemic  of  Influenza, 
which  swept  over  the  country  during  the  year.  No  fewer 
than  58  deaths  were  due  to  Influenza,  and  40  from  Pneumonia. 

There  were  42  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  was  1.  Zymotic  deaf  h- 
rate,  5-3.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year,  the  number  during  1918  being  40. 
This  gives  a death-rate  of  110-8  per  1,000  births,  which  is 
the  highest  infantile  death-rate  we  have  recorded  since  1914. 

The  infantile  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  97,

I think  the  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  (apart 
from  the  epidemic  of  Influenza,  to  which  6 of  the  deaths  are 
attributed)  is  largely  due  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
obtaining  proper  food  for  mothers  and  babes,  which  was  felt 
by  most  people  during  the  past  year.  We  may  hope  to  see 
an  improvement  in  this  direction  this  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  94  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  dur- 
ing the  year,  which  contrasts  most  favourably  with  the 
previous  year,  when  the  number  was  477. 

I regret  to  note  that  2 deaths  from  Measles  occurred, 
1 from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 from  Diphtheria. 

There  were  37  cases  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Two  tables  have  been  prepared,  showing  the  locality  in  which 
the  diseases  occurred  and  the  ages  of  those  affected. 

We  had  two  distinct  waves  of  Influenza  in  the  District 
in  July,  and  again  in  October,  the  latter  being  much  more 
severe  than  the  earlier  one,  extending  as  it  did  into  December. 
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The  Schools  were  closed  in  all  parts  of  the  District,  as  yon 
will  observe  by  a study  of  the  table  dealing*  with  School 
Closure. 

1 have  prepared  a table  showing*  the  ages  and  sex  dis- 
tribution of  deaths  from  Influenza,  and  the  different  Parishes 
where  they  occurred.  It  will  be  seen  at  a glance  that  the 
more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  suffered  most. 

By  far  the  greater  number  were  those  in  early  adult  life. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  pamphlets  were  drawn  up 
and  distributed  freely  about  the  District,  with  instructions 
how  to  treat  the  patients  affected,  and  what  precautionary 
measures  could  be  taken.  The  Schools  were  promptly  closed, 
and  orders  issued  excluding  children  of  school  age  from  any 
public  place  of  entertainment. 

Despite  the  measures  that  were  taken,  the  District 
suffered  heavily.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing nursing  assistance,  as  the  epidemic  assumed  such 
proportions,  particularly  in  the  second  wave,  that  the  District 
Nurses  had  more  patients  on  their  hands  than  they  were  able 
to  visit. 

I did  my  best  to  obtain  additional  Nurses,  but  was  met 
everywhere  by  the  replv  that  they  had  no  one  to  send.

S ANIT  AK  Y CONDITIONS . 

I consider  that  the  sanitary  conditions  were  most 
satisfactory,  when  one  remembers  the  shortage  of  labour. 
Now  that  happily  we  can  look  forward  to  the  men  returning 
to  their  former  occupations,  much  will  need  to  be  done  that 
was  impossible  during  the  War. 

May  I again,  in  conclusion,  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kind  and  courteous  treatment  during  the 
years  I have  acted  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
